This regulatory action moves the statement of coverage of cer@aups of lawfully residing
non-citizen children from state-only regulations to the State flaMedical Assistance. The
effect of this change will be to permit the Commonwealth tancl&ederal Financial
Participation (FFP or federal Medicaid matching dollars) ier dcovered services used by these
groups of eligible persons. Currently, the medical services logdtiese groups of eligible
persons are being funded with 100% General Funds.

Additionally, this action will provide for full benefit Medicaid coage for certain groups of
lawfully residing non-citizen children who currently are eligilanly for federally mandated
Medicaid coverage of emergency services.

The Department expects no measurable change in the number of pelnsoaseviound to be
eligible in these groups.

Th&ode of
Virginia (1950) as amended, § 32.1-324, authorizes the Director of DMAS to admamster
amend the Plan for Medical Assistance according to the Boaquirements. The Medicaid
authority as established by § 1902 (a) of Soeial Security Act [42 U.S.C. 1396a] provides
governing authority for payments for services.

The purpose of this action is to promulgate State Plan regulations that witl@pfovicontinued
Medicaid coverage of lawfully residing non-citizen children (legal imamgchildren) under the
age of 19 and enable the Commonwealth to receive Federal Financiap@otic(FFP) for
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providing such coverage. Action will also be taken to repeal state-onlytregsleurrently in
effect that provide coverage for two groups of legal immigrants using @thté&seneral Fund
money.

Additionally, this action will serve to promulgate State Plan regulations to priwridiell
benefit Medicaid coverage for certain groups of lawfully residing non-nithddren under the
age of 19 who are currently eligible for federally mandated Medicaid ca/efagmergency
services only.

The Department does not expect that this regulatory action will measuretdgse or decrease
the numbers of persons who qualify for these groups.

The section of the State Plan for Medical Assistance tladfasted by this action is Attachment
2.6-A Eligibility Conditions and Requirements (12VAC 30-40-10). The stalg regulation
that is affected by this action is Medicaid Eligibility for Alied2{AC 30-110-1300).

Item 322.V of the 1997Acts of Assembly Chapter 924 directed DMAS to provide coverage to
lawfully admitted non-citizen children under the age of 19 at the Comeitiis expense if
FFP could not be obtained. Federal reimbursement was not avaiahle time because these
children did not meet the alien criteria established through PO4-193 (The Personal
Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996).
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Section 214 of the Children’s Health Insurance Program ReauthoniZett of 2009 (CHIPRA)
now provides an option for States to cover certain groups of lawtsiging non-citizens and
receive FFP for providing coverage. Virginia is electingtovide coverage under Medicaid to
children under the age of 19 who meet the criteria set out in CHIPRA.

Additionally, regulations at 12VAC 30-110-1300 are being repealed gswitleno longer be
applicable with the adoption of new language (as set out in 12VAQ3®) to cover these
children under Medicaid and receive federal financial participation.

The Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity ReconciliationoAd996, P.L. 104-193,
which was enacted on August 22, 1996, substantially changed the Medicaid entilEmneon-
citizens. Section 431 of the Act defined “qualified aliens” foe purposes of determining
eligibility for public benefits, including Medicaid. Section 401té Act provided that aliens
who were not “qualified aliens” were not eligible for full covggaunder the Medicaid program,
although they may be eligible for federally mandated coverage of an emogrgedical service.

In an effort to comply with the federal law and avoid disruptiommiedical services for two
vulnerable groups of legal aliens who had resided in the United $tadeso the enactment of
the new law and who would not be able to meet the new requirementseiCd2pif the 1997
Acts of Assembly (Item 322 V) directed DMAS to promulgate regulations to implentkat
federal policy and to continue to provide medical assistance tdyeiddividuals receiving an
institutional level of care and children younger than 19 years of age.

All aliens receiving Medicaid and residing in long-term insimioidl facilities or participating in
home and community based waivers who were eligible for full Matlicanefits on June 30,
1997, continued to be eligible for full Medicaid benefits beginning JulPd7, at state expense
because federal financial participation was not available.h&uyrin order to continue medical
services to immigrant children, Iltem 322.V, of the 1997 Appropriathsisdirected DMAS to
provide full medical assistance to non-citizens ineligible for K&di because of their alien
status pursuant to P.L.104-193, who were under the age of 19 and woelidilble for full
Medicaid benefits if the alien requirements prior to the paseadelL. 104-193 were still in
effect. Coverage of these children was provided at state expasswell, because federal
financial participation was not available.

Since that time, DMAS has continued to provide coverage to thesgrowps of individuals at
state expense. The group of elderly individuals residing in long-testitutional facilities or

participating in home and community based waivers was a fixed gifoapividuals receiving

coverage as of June 30, 1997. There is no further need for stategeowérthis group as all
individuals have expired. Therefore, action will be taken with tlgslagory change to repeal
language requiring the State to provide coverage to this group of individuals axiatse.

DMAS continues to provide coverage at state expense to the grdawfafly admitted non-

citizen children under the age of 19 who would be eligible for fldbMaid benefits if the alien
requirements prior to the passage of P.L. 104-193 were stillanteffrhis regulatory action will
allow for FFP for coverage of this group of children.
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As a result of the option allowed under CHIPRA, DMAS is electthgough this regulatory
change, to receive FFP for services currently provided usig Stneral Funds. In addition to
the children listed in the first paragraph of 12 VAC 30-40-10§31AS is also including in
the covered children list the groups of children listed in 3(e)(i) tirad(e)(iii), as the federal
Medicaid authority (the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Sesyis requiring the addition of
these groups as mandated under CHIPRA.

No new cost to the Commonwealth. Coverage of
these children (approximately 1,400 individuals for
each year) is already in place. This action allows
for receipt of federal financial participation for
coverage of this group of children and is a cost-
savings to the Commonwealth. DMAS projects that
for each SFY 2010 and 2011, the expenditures will
be ($700,451 (GF)) and $700,451 NGF.
